A Hoopeston man convicted on 
charges of child pornography and 
sexual abuse was sentenced Fri- 
day to serve seven years in 
prison. 

Michael Hosch, 23, of 617 E. 
Washington St., was charged in 
October 1989 with five counts of 
aggravated criminal sexual abuse 
and two counts of child por- 
nography. 

Hosch was identified at the time 
of his arrest as an associate 
scoutmaster for Boy Scout Troop 
138 in Vermilion County. 

The 15-year-old- boy he sexually 
abused was not affiliated with the 
troop, Boy Scout spokesmen said. 

Hosch abused the boy between 
Feb. 1, 1989, and Oct. 30, 1989, 
and photographed the boy while 
"actually engaged in the act of 
sexual contact, ' ' court records 
said. 

He pleaded guilty in April to 
two counts of aggravated criminal 
sexual abuse and one count of 
child pornography in exchange for 
a maximum 10-year prison term. 

The remaining charges were 
dismissed as part of a plea 
agreement. 

The sexual abuse charges were 
Class 2 felonies. Each count was 
punishable by three to seven 
years in prison and $10,000 in 
fines. 

Circuit Judge Rita B. Garman 
said the child pornography charge 
was a Class 1 felony, punishable 
by a four- to 15-year prison term 
and $20,000 to $50,000 in fines.

The sexual abuse charges were class 2 felonies, 
each count punishable by a three-to-seven year 
prison term and $10,000 in fines, said Chief Circuit 
Judge Rita B. Garman. The pornography charge is -a 
class 1 felony, Garman said, and could be punishable 
with a four- to- 15 year prison term and a $2,000-
